Festival Funds Denied 


If the Mississippi River Festi- 
val is to be held this year at 
Southwestern University-South- 
western, it will be financed by 
sources’ other than Southern 
Illinois University. 

Trustees of Southern Illinois 
University declined Friday to 
endorse annual budgetary sup- 
port for the Festival. The pro- 
posal would have _ provided 
$150,000 a year toward Festival 
expenses. 

Board members _ indicated 
they were in favor of the Fe 
tival and that their decision 
was made with regret, for eco- 
nomic reasons. The vote was 
4 to 3 against a 1971 supporting 
grant. 

Board member William Al- 
len suggested that Mississippi 
River Festival, Inc. request 
funding from the Illinois As- 
sembly, similar to funds pro- 
vided by the Assembly to sup- 
port summer programs of the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra 

The Mississippi River Festi 
val was begun in 1969 as a 
joint venture of Southern 
Illinois University-Southwestern 
and the'St, Louis Symphony So- 
ciety. 

Six Weeks Program 

During the summers of 1969 
and 1970, the Festival presented 
six weeks of concerts by the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra

The 1970 Festival was fi- 
nanced by a $75,000 grant from 
the University and a matching 
sum from St. Louis metropoli- 

rea citizens who organized 
ippi River Festival, Inc., 
as a not-for-profit organization. 

Attendance at the 1970 Festi- 

al was 118,440, an increase of 

7 per cent, Performances by 
the symphony and guest artists 
drew praise from critics who 
termed the season a cultural 
and artistic success. 


The board's action leaves 
hope for a 1971 season in doubt. 
Festival supporters have indi- 
cated they do not feel that a 
public subscription campaign, 
such as was held last year, will 
be possible. 

Harold Fischer of Granite 
City, who earlier in Friday's 
meeting was named chairman 
of the "board, moved for ap- 
proval ,of the River Festival 
program. Trustees F. Guy Hitt 
and Melvin Lockard joined him 
in supporting the program, but 
Board Members Allen, Ivan A 
Elliott Jr.} Lindell Sturgis and 
Dr. Martin Van Brown voted 
against it 

Suggests State Aid 

Sturgis suggested the pro- 
gram should be underwritten 
by St. Louis because “this is 
their program,” while Allen 
pointed out that funds might be 
available from the legislature 
since the state contributes to 
support of the Chicago Sym- 
phony’s Ravinia Music Festival 
with funds contributed through 
the state-sponsored Illinois Arts 
Council. 

“T would hate to see the Mis- 
sissippi River Festival die,” 
Allen commented. 


Elliott told the board that he 
thought the River Festival pro 
gram is “rather expensive for 
the academic benefits we get 
from it.” 

John Rendleman, 
of SIU-SW, in response to a 
question by Dr. Brown as to 
where the $150,000 would come 
from, said that about $50,000 
would be in state funds already 
budgeted and that the rest 
could come out of ,000 in 
overhead funds for which there 
is no present commitment. Ren- 
dleman said that the $150,000 
would be used to pay most of 
an anticipated $169,000 deficit 
for the 1971 season. 

Dr. Brown said he could not 
support the program because 
the university is in deep finan. 
cial trouble. He told the board 
that the “bleak financial pic- 
ture scares me,”

Ogilvie made the promise 
while speaking at Althoff High 
School in Belleville Friday 
afternoon. 

Meanwhile Arven H, Saund- 
ers, executive director of the 
St, Louis Metropolitan Area Air- 
port Authority, which is making 
the site selection, told a’ group 
at the annual awards dinner of 
the Industry ‘Advancement 
Foundation of the Southern Illi- 
nois Builders Assn., that the fed- 
eral government has committed 
funds for airport projects, in-

Fischer Named SIU Board Chairman in 


Harold Fischer, Granite City 
banker, was named chairman 
of the Southern Illinois Univer. 
sity board of trustees Friday. 

His election was the first ord- 
er of business in a reorganiza- 
tion meeting of the SIU Board 
at Carbondale before the board 
moved into its agenda of reg- 
lar business. 

The session was the last for 
three members:of the SIU board 
as constituted before the ap- 
pointment of three new mem- 
bers last week by Governor 
Richard B, Ogilvie. 

Veteran Trustee Lindell Stur- 
gis turned the chairman's gavel 
over to Fischer immediately 
following the reorganization. 


Sturgis, a Metropolis banker 
and one of the three retiring 
trustees, has served the SIU 
Board since its inception in 
1949, Before that, he |helped 
govern SIU as a member of the 
old Illinois Teachers College 
Board. 

Sturgis said his leaving re- 
called words of General | Doug- 
las MacArthur: “I tried| to do 
right as God gave me the light 
to do that right." He said that 
any errors he had made were 
“those of the brain, not of the 
heart.”” 

Ivan Elliott, Jr., Carmi, was 
elected vice-chairman, the post 
formerly held by Fischer. Out- 
going secretary Melvin Lockard 


of Mattooon was replaced on 
the board’s executive roster by 
Dr. Martin Van Brown of Car- 
bondale. 

The other departing trustee is 
Guy Hitt of Benton. None of the 
three new appointees was pres- 
ent, pending formal confirma- 
tion by the Illinois Senate. They 
are Dr. Earl Walker of Harris 
burg, Harris Rowe of Jackson- 
ville, and Edwin C. Berry of 
Chicago. 

Fischer, the new SIU board 
of trustees chairman, has been 
a member since 1954. 

In other organization -action, 
Robert Gallegly and Mrs. Alice 
Griffin were reappointed to 
posts of treasurer and assistant 


board secretary. They are not 
trustees. 

Fischer also named board 
members to posts on various 
state governing bodies that in- 
clude SIU representation. 


They include the University 
Civil" Service - System Merit 
Board, the board of trustees of 
State Universities, an alternate 
chair on the’ Illinois Board of 
Higher Education, and others. 

Mr. Fischer has been associ- 
ated with the First Granite 
City National Bank since mov- 
ing here in 1942 from Kewa- 
nee, He formerly was presi- 
dent of the bank and chairman 
of the board.

$400,000 Freed for 
Horseshoe Lake Land 


The Illinois Department of 
Conservation will begin pur- 
chasing land for a state park 
around Horseshoe Lake with 
$400,000 in state funds re 
leased by G Richard B. 
Ogilvie. About six small land- 
owners have received offers for 
their property thus far and 
agreements have been reached 
with four, according to Robert 
Corrigan, Conservation Depart- 
ment supervisor of land acqui- 
sitions 

Corrigan, who estimated the 
amount of land involved at 
about two acres, said delays in 
completing title and appraisal 
work has slowed the state's 
timetable for land purchases. 

Land originally was to be 
purchased last summer, but 
Corrigan said Saturday the de 
partment did not expect to have 
most of the property until next 
fall. The Illinois General’ As- 
sembly appropriated $2 million 
for the land purchase to estab- 
lish the new Horseshoe Lake 
State Park in 1969.

sewage treatment plant and the 
controversy over selection of 
an engineer to design and su- 
pervise construction of second- 
ary facilities by Dec, 31, 1973. 

William F, Hoelscher, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the group, 
told the directors, “It is appar- 
ent that the question of employ- 
ment of an engineering firm for 
the secondary treatment plant 
has become a political football 
in the city council. 

“The secondary treatment 
plant will not only cost some 
$5 to $6 million when completed 
but its design and construction 
are highly technical matters far 
too important to have the engi- 
neering firm selected on a po- 
litical basis without proper re- 
gard to the firm's size, exper- 
ience, proven technical compe- 
tence and reputation.” 

The Taxpayer's Bdard also 
ordered a complete audit and 
financial study of the current 
Granite City Sewerage Treat- 
ment Plant operations. In: re- 
commending the action, Hoelsc- 
her said: : 

“There is increasing evidence 
that employment at the treat- 
ment plant is beginning to ex- 
ceed operational need. The 
plant may be subject to over- 
staffing and the base labor rate 
is currently high in comparison 
with firemen and policemen 
rates.

At SIU-SW Approved 


_The Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity Board of Trustees Friday 
approved employment of archi- 
tects to plan outdoor physical 
education facilities on the South- 
western campus. 

Plans call for construction of 
six multi-purpose athletic fields 
and 12 tennis courts in the 
northwest quadrant,of the cam- 
pus near the site of the pro- 
posed new physical education 
building. Project cost is esti- 
mated at $331,000, including 
$24,000 in architectural and engi- 
neering fee: 

Illinois General. Assem- 
bly has appropriated $245,000 
for the project and these funds 
have been released for expendi- 
ture. The University will pro- 
vide an additional $86,000, with 
half coming from athletic funds 
and half from the Student Wel- 
fare and Recreation Building 
trust fund. 

Facilities will be used in stu- 
dent co- recreation programs. 
and for intercollegiate athletic 
events in addition to physical 
education classes. 

The architectural firm of 
Hansen, Nakawatase, Rutkow- 
ski’and Wyns, Inc., of Chicago 
will provide architectural, land- 
scape and civil engineering 
services for the design of the 
facilities.

Ammunition Experts

There, students attend 
an ll-week course in ammuni- 
tion storage.

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Morale of Wounded 
Gl Is Good, Wife Told 


Messages received late last 
week through the Tri-City Red 
Cross Chapter and from U. S. 
military authorities report that 
Army Sergeant Ronald E. 
Laboray Sr., 21, is showing im- 
provement although still listed 
as seriously ill at a hospital in 
Vietnam. 

Sgt. Laboray, husband of 
Mrs. Leta (Campbell) Laboray 
and the father of an 1l-month- 
old son, Ronald, suffered the 
loss of both eyes and the left 
arm below the elbow when a 
booby trap detonated while he 
was on a combat mission Feb. 
13. 

His parents, Mr, and Mrs. 
Lewis P. Laboray, 3034 Myrtle 
Ave., said a telegram deliver- 
ed ‘Thursday reported their 
son’s condition “is showing 
normal improvement; however, 
he is seriously ill. His condi- 
tion is satisfactory and his 
morale is good. The period of 
hospitalization is indefinite and 
at present evacuation is not 
contemplated.” 

In addition to the official tel- 
egram, a letter dictated by the 
wounded GI to a Red Cross 
worker in Vietnam arrived last 
week. In the message, Sgt. 
Laboray sent word to his fam- 
ily “not to worry, I am doing 
fine.” 

The servicemans mother said 
he had undergone surgery for 
a second time since incurring 
the wounds on patrol with his 
Infantry unit. A tracheotomy 
was. performed earlier. Sgt. 
Laboray also suffered a frac- 
tured leg in addition to the 
more serious injuries, He has 
served in Vietnam since last 
Nov. 16.

$1.3 Million Wages 
Due 5,430 Workers 


The U. S. Department of La- 
bor has announced that its 
Wage and Hour Division found 
$1,326,976 due to 5,430 workers 
in Illinois under the Fair Labor 
Act during the last six months 
of 1970. 

Donald H. Haack, Acting Re- 
gional Director of the Wage and 
Hour Division, said investiga- 
tors discovered $308,625 due as 
a result of failure to pay the 
Federal minimum wage and 
$935,563 in unpaid overtime. 

ge and Hour investigators 
also found $79,445 in underpay- 
ments under the Equal Pay Act, 
which prohibits discrimination 
based on sex. 

Violations of the Age Discrim- 
ination in Employment Act cost 
employees $3,343, investigators 
found, and 111 minors were dis- 
covered to be employed in vio- 
lation of child labor provisions 
of the Fair Labor Standards 
Act. 

The Federal minimum wage 
for most workers is $1.60 an 
hour. The Fair Labor Standards 
Act requires time and a half 
overtime rates after 40 hours 
for most workers covered by 
its provisions,

Dr. Eli Borkon, once associat 
ed with'the SIU Hedlth Service, 
presently is half-time assistant 
to Dean Moy and also holds the 
title of clinical’ professor. His 
job is to pave the way for the 
opening of medical classes here, 
to help intergrate the . medical 
curriculum with existing ones, 
to establish working agree- 
ments with area doctors, hospi- 
tals and clinics, and to answer 
questions pouring in from cur- 
ious adults and prospective 
medical students. 


Dr, Borkon is continuing all 
his previous association such as 
those with the Carbondale Clin- 
ic and Doctors Hospital, but 
time limits this work mostly to 
that of consultant. 

Integrating Courses 

Dr. William Kabish, the other 
half of the current medical 
staff at SIU Carbondale, is act- 
ing associate medical dean for 
Carbondale, Much of his work 
at this point is similar to that 
of Dr. Borkon, but Dr. Kabish 
is full time and his particular 
interest is the integration of thé 
medical school courses with ex- 
isting ones at Carbondale, 

The medical school without 
walls is so called because, to 
the extent possible, precious 
time will be saved—and millions 
of dollars—by using exitsing fa- 
cilities rather than building all 
new ones, including a universi- 
ty hospital. 

Springfield was selected for 
the major clinical site because 
the two hospitals there have a 
total of 1400 beds which pro- 
vide a wide variety of cases, 
Working agreements with these 
hospitals have been arranged. 
Students will go there following 
a basic year of study at Carbon- 
dale. 

Dr. Borkon points out, how- 
ever, that first-year students 
while at Carbondale will be ex- 
posed to clinical medicine. For 
this purpose, he sees the Car- 
bondale area as ideal because 
of the number and variety of 
patients available, 

Hospitals Available 

Just for starters, there are: 

Doctors Hospital, Carbondale, 


with 180 beds, and Marion Vet- 
erans Hospital with 184. 

While the task of getting start- 
ed appears to be overwhelming, 
all of the persons now involved 
are enthusiastic. Beyond the 
multitudinous problems, they 
see a new medical school that 
will benefit Southern Illinois 
particularly, not only with more 
doctors but also more medical 
assistants in a great variety of 
health related fields, 

Dr. Borkon is encouraged be- 
cause day after day: he is re- 
ceiving letters and calls not 
only from persons with ques- 
tions but also with genuine of- 
fers of assistance. 

The one great obstacle is 
time, The first medical school 
class will be selected in 1971, 
with classes starting in the 
summer of 1972, but even with 
time-saving programs being es- 
tablished, members of that first 
class will not begin medical 
practice before 1976 after only 
one year of residency. Some 
resilencies with special training 
may be for three or more 
years. 

Says Dean Moy, “We should 
have started 20 years ago.”

Alderman Charles Moerlien 
of the Fifth Ward who called 
for assignment of the sewage 
plant project to the city’s pres- 
ent consulting engineers, Re- 
search Planning & Design As- 
sociates, denied in a statement 
today that any relative of his 
or his wife is employed or offi- 
cially connected with Research 
Planning as charged by Mayor 
Donald Partney in the meeting 
last week. 

Moerlien maintains that under 
a contract approved by the city 
council last August, the city is 
legally bound to give the engi- 
neering job on the treatment 
plant to Reserach Planning. In 
his statement, Moerlien said. 

“There is no relative of my- 
self or my wife employed or 
connected officially with the 
firm of Research Planning and 
Design Associates, Inc., the city 
consulting engineers. The firm 
of Research Planning and De- 
sign, Associates, Inc. is incor- 
porated in the State of Illinois.

A Work Experience Career 
Exploration Program and an 
in-service training program for 
teachers were approved by the 
Madison Board of Education 
Thursday night. 

The career exploration pro- 
gram will be aimed at 14 and 
15-year-old boys and girls who 
are potential school dropouts, 
according to Wade James, 
assistant superintendent.

Fred Riddle said the 
class would include about 15 
youngsters whose records indi- 
cate they would not continue 
school after the eighth grade.

Voluntary Cooperative Action Can 
Give Community. ‘Forward Thrust’ 


By ARCH N. BOOTH, Executive Vice-President 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States 


There are certain things which 
the government can do, and 
which no other institution can 
do, toward solving today’s. so- 
cial and economic problems. 

‘The government, for instance, 
can pass needed, laws. It can 
appropriate money for welfare, 
urban renewal, education, crime 
control, and ‘so on. But the 
government has its limitations. 
By itself, it cannot do every- 
thing that needs to be done. 

The same thing holds true, of 
course, for the private sector. 
The private sector can move 
people to think and to act. It 
can build character and ac- 
countability into people — 
sential ingredients for creating 
a better society. But by itself, 
the private sector cannot do 
everything that needs to be 
done. 

To deal effectively with the 
present situation, sthe govern- 
ment’ and the private sector 
must each make its particular 
contribution, And both must 
work together on a partnership 
basis, 

In the field of business and 
industry, the part of the private 
sector with which I am most 
familiar, I find that the volun- 
tary organizations are more ac- 
tive today than ever before in 
facing up to urban problems — 
and are cooperating more close- 
ly than ever before with gov- 
ernment. 

In every city of any size, 
there is a Chamber of Com- 
merce, and in every industry 
of any importance, there is a 
trade’ association — well estab- 
lished voluntary organizations 
with long experience in getting 
things done through united 
effort. 

The National Chamber federa- 
tion brings these voluntary busi- 


ness organizations together to 
form the organized business 
movement. 

‘The organized business move- 
ment has developed a technique, 
a working process by which the 
local comunity can mobilize its 
total comunity resources to deal 
with its own specific problems, 
in cooperation with government. 

‘This technique is called 
Forward Thrust. Generally, 
it is put into operation by 
the local Chamber. But it 
reaches out beyond the lo- 
cal Chamber, and involves 
all the existing voluntary 
organizations in the com- 
munity — cultural, religious, 
labor, economic, education- 
al, civil rights, neighbor- 
hood and civic. 

The Forward Thrust 
process points the way for 
all the local voluntary or- 
ganizations — working with 
government agencies, local, 
state and national—to iden- 
tify mutual objectives, to 
define problems, to study 
alternate solutions, to es- 
tablish’ priorities, and 
take concerned action. 
This process is already in 

wide use. And, because it 
works successfully, its use is 
spreading. 

The National Chamber serves 
as a two-way channel of com- 
munication between local volun- 
tary organizations and .Con- 
gress. Also, the Chamber serves 
as a clearinghouse of informa- 
tion about what voluntary or- 
ganizations, business and oth- 
ers, across the country are 
doing to improve conditions. 

The growing spirit of coop- 
eration between government 
and the nation’s strong and ef- 
fective voluntary organizations 
is a new note of hope for 
America’s future.

Building Materials from Ashes 


(American Chemical Society) 


Incinerator ashes have been 
made into good quality bricks 
and cement by a relatively sim- 
ple and inexpensive laboratory 
process. 

“Last year, an estimated $3 
billion was spent to dispose of 
160 million tons of urban gar- 
page,” reports Dr. P. E. D. 
Morgan of the Franklin Insti- 
tute Research Laboratories, 
Philadelphia. ‘Between 1965 
and 2000, New York alone will 
produce enough to cover Man- 
hattan Island to a depth of 36 
feet.” 

Dumping sites for Philadel- 
phia’s six incinerators have 
been filled up, and hauling the 
ashes by railroad would re- 
quire 3,300 gondola cars each 
year. With such quantities in- 
volved, only very large-scale 
uses of municipal incinerator 
ash can be of much help, he be- 
lieves. = 

Attractive-looking _ bricks 
with greater tensile strength 
than that of average bricks 
can be formed from incine- 
rator residue which has 
been ground into powder, 
‘oxidized conpletely and con- 
solidated into bricks by 
heating, he reported. Little 
modification of — existing 
brick works would be neces- 
sary to produce these new 
building products. 

Cement of greater 
strength than Portland ce- 
ment has been produced by 
mixing the completely oxi- 
dized incinerator _ powder 
with the proper proportions 
of lime and water, he sald. 
Road aggregate has been 

made from incinerator residue

by partial melting or “slag- 
ging” in an arc furnace, Dr. 
Morgan said. 

Because municipal waste sup- 
plies contain much glass, the 
slagging process can be per- 
formed directly on incinerator 
residue without treating it fur- 
ther or adding extraneous ma- 
terial. About 63% of the iron 
present in municipal waste is 
separated in the slagging proc- 
ess and can be recovered. 

‘The economics of the process 
is under study at this time, said 
Dr. Morgan, who is working on 
a pilot-plant model. 

More than enough energy is 
produced in the burning of mu- 
nicipal waste supplies to power 
the slagging process. This esti- 
mate takes into consideration 
heat losses and losses involved 
in electrical power generation. 

Present costs of adding 
equipment to the incinera- 
tors for slagging would 
about. balance the cost of 
getting rid of incinerator 
residue and buying new 
road aggregate. But in five 
or ten years, the economics 
of the process is expected 
to become highly favorable. 

“One possibility is to convert 
the ash to a material that can 
be employed for road asphalt 
and also as a fill for concrete,” 
Morgan commented. 

“Philadelphia uses such ag- 
gregate to the extent of 250,000 
tons per year, which compares 
well with the present production 
of 165,000 tons of ash, as men- 
tioned. Of the eight largest ci- 
ties in the U. S. only New 
York produces more ash than 
could be used: for road aggre- 
gate within the city.”

Women now outlive men by more than 


seven years, with 


@ life expectancy at birth of 


73.8 years against 66.7 years for males. And 
the life expectancy for women is still increasing, 
and at a faster rate than for men. But both 
sexes could further increase their longevity if 
more avoided overeating, which researchers of 
the Veterans Administration call one of the 
most serious problenis of aging. 


Although many “senior citizens” on fixed 
incomes have limited food budgets, a study has 
shown that over 50% of men over 65 and 47% 


of the women are more 


than 10% over their op- 


timal weight. The report is based on nation- 
wide VA research on aging and care of geriatric 
patients; 16% of the patients in the 166 vet- 
erans’ hospitals are over 65. 


To help avoid or postpone many of the 
physical illnesses associated with old age, it is 


recommended 


that. the elderly reduce their 


caloric intake, especially with regard to fat, and 


eat more proteins. 


Diet suggestions include mixing dry skim 
milk or dry yeast into one’s food. Milk is called 
the best food for later life; among.the plant 
proteins, the best is from soy beans. Brewer's 


yeast, which can be 


taken before meals, is 


described as one of the richest natural sources 
of both protein and water-soluble vitamins.

Retirement Income Credit Computed by Revenue Service in Some Cases |

Is it true IRS will fig- 
ure the tax and the retire- 
ment income credit for tax- 
payers this year?

Bureaucrats Ignored Rules When - 
ighway Fund Freeze Was Ordered 


Contractors and unions are 
being blamed for the two-and- 
pne-half-year freeze on highway 
construction in Madison and St. 
€lair Counties. In my view, the 
lame lies squarely on the poli- 
licans for this freeze, which is 
$0 harmful to over a_half- 
jnillion citizens of both counties, 
When the freeze was im- 

ed in July 1968 by a John- 
jon Administration bureaucrat, 
he acted in flagrant violation of 
the 1964 Civil Rights law. 

This law requires that before 
fuch action is taken, the com- 
unity affected must first be 
en a hearing.

Persons who purchased tobac- 
co products, other than cigar- 
| ets, from Illinois sellers be- 
| tween Aug. 1, 1969, and Jan. 17, 
| 1970, will be happy to hear a 
total of $2.1 million in taxes 
collected during that period is 
being refunded. Cigaret taxes 
are not involved. 

| The money was collected un- 
| der the 1969 Illinois Tobacco 

Products Tax Act. Taxes were 

collected at the rate of 20% of 
| the wholesale price of the to- 

bacco products. 

Groups of small businessmen, 
including wholesalers, distribu- 
tors and retailers across the 
state, considered the Act un- 
constitutional and challenged it 
successfully in the courts. 

Through their efforts, the Act 
was found unconstitutional by 
the Circuit Court of Cook Coun- 
ty, Tax Division. 

The court ruled that the 
Illinois Act violated the in- 
terstate commerce clause of 
the United States Constitu- 
tion. The money was or- 
dered to be refunded. 

Those persons or companies 
who paid the tax and are eligi- 
ble for refunds are: 1) Manu- 
facturers—if they didn’t pass 
the tax on to a wholesale dis- 
tributor, retail seller. or pur- 
chaser. 

2) Wholesale Distributors—if 
they didn’t transfer it to the 
retail sellor or purchaser. 

3) Retail Sellers—if they did 
not pass it on to a purchaser.

Clair Counties had their high- 
way funds frozen. 

The MUlinois Highway Division 
froze the two counties’ highway 
funds as of Jan, 22 of this year.

With the number of stock 
market investors having risen 
above 31 million in 1970 and 
the stock market having gy- 
rated as it did, more income 
taxpayers than ever before will 
be affected by the revised tax 
laws covering capital gains and 
losses. 

Long-term capital gains 
and losses realized in 1970, 
which will be reported in 
income tax returns to be 
filed by April 15, 1971, are 
subject to. new rules that 
may adversely affect tax- 
payers in medium and up- 
per brackets. 

The tax ceiling of 25%, \ex- 
clusive of the surcharge which 
applied for 1970 but has now 
expired, continues to apply to 
long-term gains, on the first 
$50,000 of such’ gains ($25,000. 
for a married taxpayer filing a 
separate return). 

However, the tax ceiling on 
gains above $50,000 has been 
raised to 29.5% plus the sur- 
charge, and will climb to 32.5% 

And the tax on long-term 
gains above $50,000 (or above 
$25,000 for a married taxpayer 
filing a separate return) is 
scheduled to go up even more. 

After 1971, half of such gains 
will have to be counted as regu- 


ca 


lar income. The top bracket on 
regular income is still 70%, so 
that after 1971 the ceiling on 
each year’s long-term gains 
over the $50,000 or $25,000 mark 
will be 35%, 

However, starting in 1970 
there may be a small additional 
tax on large capital gains, due 
to the tax on “‘tax preference” 
items. 

Effective with long-term . 
losses incurred in 1970, two 
dollars of loss are required 
for each dollar of deduction, 

Thus, in order to deduct 
the $1,000 of loss allowable 
in one year it is necessary 
to have incurred $2,000 in 
long-term losses. Pre-1970 
long-term losses are still 
fully deductible at the rate 
of $1,000 ‘a year until the 
entire loss has been written 
off. 

Short-term losses incurred in 
1970 or those carried over from. 
previous years can still be ap- 
plied, net of short-term gains, 
against ordinary income dollar- 
for-dollar up to the $1,000 maxi- 
mum allowable in any year, 

Taxpayers with unusually 
large long-term gains for 1970 
can in some Cases ease their 
tax burden under new, more 
liberal conditions for income 
averaging. That is the, subject 
of the next discussion.

A possible link between men- 
tal stress and coronary artery 
disease has been cited at the 
annual scientific sessions of the 
American Heart Association, 


A team of New York City in- 
vestigators told of electrically 
stimulating animal brain cen- 
ters and producing sudden in- 
creases in blood fats. Accumu- 
Jation of fats in the arteries can 
lead to vessel damage and 
eventually to blockage, bringing 
on a heart attack. 

Scientists have long | sus- 
pected an intimate connection 
between heart disease and emo- 
tional stress. 

There is evidence to show, 
for example, that high-strung, 
deadline - ridden persons are 
more vulnerable to a heart at- 
tack than the more relaxed in- 
dividual. But whether this can 
be directly attributed to a 
“souped-up” mental state is 
open to question. 

To Dr. James W. Correll, 
spokesman for the research 
group from the Columbia Uni- 
versity College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, the experimental 
results suggest how prolonged 
stress, by increasing the reser- 
voir of available blood fat, could 
advance the development of 
atherosclerosis. This is a form 
of hardening of the arteries in 
which fats accumulate on the 
inside walls of blood vessels. 

The Columbia team triggered 
mental activity in conscious 
dogs and cats 102 hours after a 
fat-rich feeding. During stimu- 
lation, which lasted no longer 
than four minutes, the clear 
plasma would turn milky, the 
result in part of an increase in 
blood fats—particularly a group 
of fats called triglycerides. 

Two specific regions of the 
brain were stimulated through 
implanted electrodes—an area 
of the hypothalamus and the 
amygaloid nucleus. The former 
governs such activities as sleep 
and regulation of blood pres- 
sure; the latter influences emo- 


tional activity, 
and fear. 

The way in which these fatty 
increases are brought about is 
still not entirely understood. 
In part, however, the imposed 
activity impedes the action | of 
a fat-clearing agent called hep-
